That every local charity organiza­ 
tion should have a salaried secretary 
to direct and supervise the work in 
the community, was emphasized by 
Dr. C. C. North, a member of ihe 
faculty of DePauw University, who 
spoke at the county charities and 
•correction* meeting at the First 3Vi. 
E. church Friday night. 
Dr. North 
is head of the sociological depart­ 
ment of the University, and as such 
makes a critical study of subjects 
coming before such organizations. 
It is not always a ton of coal or 
a supply of groceries that is needed, 
he said, for sometime a kind word is 
more helpful. 
He advocated the a p ­ 
pointment of a secretary on a salary 
basis to have 
charge 
of the local 
charity work. 
All appeal» for help 
would be filed 
with 
the secretary 
who would conduct the proper inves­ 
tigation to ascertain if financial a s ­ 
sistance was needed or if a word of 
encouragement would be more help­ 
ful. 
lie impressed upon his audience 
that conditions of poverty are fre ­ 
quently due to despair or want of 
neighborly assistance. 
He said that 
people who 
contribute to 
charity 
should feel 
satisfied if 
twenty-five 
cents of 
each seventy-five contrib­ 
uted reached the poor. 
The balance, 
he declared, would be used in paying 
the salary of 
the 
secretary who 
would visit those 
in 
distress and 
supply the needs as they appeared. 
The night session of the county 
meeting followed a turkey banquet 
given by the ladies of the First M. E. 
church. 
It was the first time that 
the county board of charities and 
corrections had held an open meet­ 
ing to which all departm ents of char­ 
ity work were invited to attend and 
participate 
in 
the 
program. 
The 
banquet was served in several c o u rs ­ 
es and the ladies of the congregation 
were congratulated upon the excel­ 
lent 
meal. 
About 
thirty 
charity 
workers were in attendance at the 
night session. 
I). A. Kochenour, of 
Brownstown, chairman of the county 
board of charities and corrections, 
presided at the afternoon and night 
sessions. 
L. C. Brown, secretary of the In­ 
diana 
Anti-Tuberculosis 
Society, 
urged a larger 
sale 
of Red Cross 
Christm as seals. 
He said that con­ 
tra ry to the general opinion none of 
this money goes 
to 
the Rockville 
sanitarium , but is distributed among 
the counties where it is expended at 
once upon the tubercular subjects. 
He advocated the appointment of a 
nurse in this county who could visit 
the patients suffering from tubercu­ 
losis and advise with them concern­ 
ing the sanitary conditions of their 
home. 
He 
thought 
such a county 
nurse could prevent the spread of 
tuberculosis bv going into the affect­ 
ed homes and establishing such regu­ 
lations there that would prevent oth­ 
er members of the family from con­ 
tracting the disease. 
Superintendent 
Donald 
DuShane, 
of the Madison schools, and Super­ 
intendent T. F. Fitzgibbons, of the 
Columbus public s' hool-, spoke upon 
the care of children. 
Mr. DuShane 
said lie thought it a bad practice to 
give money to 
children 
who have

them.

At the round table conference in 
the afternoon Mrs. J. F. Shiel, of the 
city charity association, gave a brief 
talk in which she said th at persons 
in poverty stricken conditions often 
did not need financial aid as much 
as they did a word of encourage­ 
ment. 
She believed that a salaried 
secretary would be in a position to 
make more 
frequent 
visits to the 
homes appealing for help and that 
money used to 
pay 
such a salary 
would be well expended. 
She hopes 
to bring about an organization here 
which will be in a position to better 
meet the needs of the community.

Influence of Passion is Abroad and 


Spark May Fall Anywhere, He 


Tells Pittsburg Audience. 


PLEA FOR NATIONAL DEFENSE 


President Urges Public to “Tend to 


Business” as Situation is Be­ 


coming More Grave. 


By United Press. 
Memorial Hall, Pittsburg, January 
29— “The world is on fire. 
Sparks 
are likely to drop anywhere. 
The 
influence of passion is abroad.” With 
these words President Wilson im­ 
pressed on a great throng gathered 
to hear him this afternoon the need 
of national preparedness for defense. 
“If all could -ee the dispatches I 
read every hour of the day you could 
see how difficult it is for me to main­ 
tain peace. 
We are in the midst of a 
world we cannot alter, and therefore 
as your responsible servant I must 
tell you the dangers are grave and 
constant.” 
The president’s words had a m ark­ 
ed effect on an audience of more than 
6,000. 
“We are now dependent on other 
nations for the movement of our com­ 
merce while those nations are at war 
— and where there is contact there 
is danger of friction. 
When nations 
are at war they are apt to be stub­ 
bornly steadfast in their convictions 
though they be but for the moment,” 
lie said. 
The president said he came 
as the people’s servant and repre­ 
sentative and to report to them on 
public affairs and said the subject on 
which he spoke demanded frank coun­ 
sel with the people he represents. 
“We want merely an arm y sufficient 
to preserve peace,” he said. 
“ I believe I am proposing a very 
businesslike thing. 
Along with in­ 
dustrial and vocational education it 
is perfectly feasible to instruct the 
young men of this country in the use 
of arm s.” 
The president warned the people 
th at “new circumstances have arisen 
for which the country must prepare” 
and asked all to tend to business— 
“to prepare not for war, not fo r ag­ 
gression but fo r national defense.” 
“The struggle has now lasted a 
year and a half,” lie said, “and the 
end is not yet, and all the time things 
are getting more and more difficult 
to handle.”

Wash ington, Jan. 29.—Th e senate 
received th e nomination by President 
Wilson of Louis D. Brandeis of Bos­ 
ton, for associate justice of th e United 
States supreme court to succeed th e 
late Justice I^amar of Georgia, with 
unconcealed surprise—in wh ich all of 
ficial Wash ington joined because Mr. 
Brandeis h ad 
not been 
mentioned 
among th e long list of eligibles wh ich 
President Wilson considered or among 
an equally long list of aspirants wh o 
presented indorsements. 
Some senators announced to th eir 
colleagues th ey were opposed to th e 
nomination, but declined to be quoted 
to th at effect. Th e only senator found 
wh o was willing to publicly record 
h is opposition at th is time was Sena­ 
tor 
Wadsworth , 
Republican, 
New 
York. 
It is generally believed, h ow­ 
ever. th at th e appointment presages 
a h ard figh t in th e senate. 
Senators wh o approved th e nomina­ 
tion were not talking, alth ough th ey, 
too, avoided public ex pression of th eir 
views. 
Th ey felt sure, h owever, th ey 
could command th e necessary ma­ 
jority to confirm th e appointment. 
“I h ave noth ing wh atever to say: 
I h ave not said anyth ing, and will 
not.” was Mr. Brandeis’s only com­ 
ment as h e went off to dine with 
President Wilson at Secretary Mc- 
Adoo’s h ouse. 
Justice Hugh es and 
Pitney also attended th e dinner. 
A canvass of th e situation in th e 
senate disclosed th e fact th at Presi­ 
dent Wilson can probably count upon 
forty-six senators to vote for confirm­ 
ation. 
Th ere were th irty-six senators 
wh o were opposed to confirmation and 
fourteen doubtful. 
Only forty-nine would be necessary 
to confirm, so th at on th is sh owing it 
it would be necessary for th e presi­ 
dent to swine: only th ree senators 
from th e doubtful list to insure a vic­ 
tory. 
Th e ch ances for confirmation 
at present would, th erefore, appear to 
be 
good, if 
th e 
matter 
could be 
brough t to vote. But it is certain th at 
th ose wh o are opposed to Mr. Bran­ 
deis for th e supreme bench will not 
permit an early vote and th ey ex pect 
to win over some of th e men wh o are 
now inclined to support th e president. 
Alth ough celebrated as a lawyer, 
Mr. Brandeis h as been devoting prac­ 
tically all h is time of late to th e Zion­ 
ist movement in th is country, wh ich 
h as for its object th e repatriation of 
th e Jews to a nation of th eir own in 
Palestine. 
If confirmed h e would be 
th e first Jew to sit on th e supreme 
court bench . 
Some of th e senators disposed to 
ex press opposition to Mr. Brandeis 
did so on political grounds. 
Senator 
James of Kentucky, th e native state 
of Mr. Brandies, unreservedly told 
th em th e nominee was a Democrat.

TEMPERANCE NOTES 
REST IN THE LORD 


(Conducted by the National Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union.) 


LICENSE— HIGH TO HIGHEST. 
In Massachusetts the minimum cost 
of a first class saloon license is $1,000. 
The maximum is not fixed by law, but 
there are instances on record where 
licenses have sold for $7,500 and $10,- 
000. 
The 
average 
price 
is 
about 
$3.500. 
How does it work—-this license sys­ 
tem raised to its highest power? The 
New York Commercial—certainly not 
a dry advocate—speaking of the in­ 
crease of the license fee in the state of 
New York from $1,200 to $1,500 a year, 
says: 
“It seems plausible to reduce the 
number of drinking places and raise 
their status by imposing heavy li­ 
cense fees, but in practice it results in 
turning over the business to a few 
brewers who are able to finance the 
license fees and to drive independent 
dealers out of business. In some cities 
in Massachusetts brewers and whole­ 
sale dealers control practically all the 
saloons and hotels and form syndi­ 
cates to handle the monopoly so given 
to them by the high license law. 
It 
would he easy to form a syndicate in 
New York city that would pay $10,000 
a year for each license taken out. The 
revenue might be increased by giving 
such a monopoly, but the liquor busi­ 
ness would be run for 'all there was in 
it,’ and social conditions would not 
be improved. Massachusetts has given 
high license a fair test and the results 
are not what its original advocates 
promised.” 


NO USE FOR IT IN FIVE YEARS. 
A 
leading 
banker 
of 
Wisconsin 
vouches for the following incident: 
Within the past year the managers 
of a brewery in one of the smaller 
cities of the state decided to build a 
new malt house at a cost of $25,000. 
They commissioned their president to 
go to Milwaukee and effect a loan. 
He naturally went to one of the big 
brewery-controlled banks of that city. 
The vice-president to whom he applied 
for the loan, was formerly in the brew­ 
ing business and had made a hand­ 
some fortune in that business during 
the palmy days before the drys had 
begun to knock the big profits out ol 
it. lie very wisely got out of the busi­ 
ness when the getting was good, not 
as now, when brewing stocks are all 
shot to pieces. 
To the utter surprise and chagrin 
of the out-of-town 
brewer he 
was 
promptly refused the loan. 
He ex­ 
claimed: 
“What’s the matter? With 
all thip fine property we got, ain’t we 
good for $25,000?“ 
Quick came the answer from the ex- 
brewer-banker: 
“But what do you 
want to use the $25,000 for?” 
“To build a malt house, so we can 
enlarge our business,” said the brewer. 
“But, you fool, don’t you know that 
in five years you will have no use 
whatever for a malt house?” replied 
the banker. 


ALCOHOL AND INSANITY. 
“The seeming indifference of the 
public and the authorities appears in­ 
comprehensible when it is considered 
what havoc is wrought by alcohol. We 
spend millions of dollars annually to 
stamp out and protect the public from 
infectious diseases, yet the harm done 
by alcohol is infinitely greater than 
that caused by all the infectious dis­ 
eases put together. In our annual ad­ 
missions to Bellevue hospital of over 
’3,000 patients (in the wards for mental 
diseases) more than ten per cent were 
suffering from insanities due directly 
to alcohol, and in more than forty per 
cent alcohol had played a most impor­ 
tant part in the causation of the in­ 
sanity. 
It seems to me that it would 
be the greatest aid to humanity if 
measures might be taken to reduce 
the consumption of this poison to a 
minimum, and to provide proper cura 
tive institutions for those who have 
formed a habit but have not passed 
the curative stage into one of com 
plete mental and physical degenera 
tion. 
Such an institution should be 
custodial as well as educational. 
In 
such institutions many will find re­ 
covery, while, for those who do not. 
proper restrictions will prevent their 
leading a life of crime.”—Dr. M. S. 
Gregory of Bellevue Hospital, New 
York. 


CAMPAIGN PLANS. 
As part of the campaign program for 
the year the National W. C. T. U. has 
adopted the following: 
Increased ac­ 
tivity of the Young People's branch in 
all lines of campaign work; the Loyal 
Temperance legion (children’s branch) 
to have part in public meetings, dem­ 
onstrations and parades; campaign in­ 
stitutes to be held in the interests of 
national constitutional prohibition at 
state capitals, also county institutes at 
county seats, for the education and in­ 
spiration of temperance workers and 
the general public; speciâl campaign 
material furnished the newspapers by 
the W. C. T. U. bureau of publicity; 
parades, street meetings, medal con­ 
tests, rallies and other public demon­ 
strations to be held frequently, secur­ 
ing the co-operation of Sunday schools; 
circulation of the Sunday school peti­ 
tion for national constitutional prohi­ 
bition to be urged; the relation of 
woman’s ballot to the destruction of 
the liquor traffic emphasized; the use 
of posters and poster parades recom­ 
mended, July 4 and October 12 desig­ 
nated as National Poster days; W. C 
T. U. speakers to present in public ad­ 
dresses the status of and reasons for 
national constitutional prohibition and 
secure the indorsement of the joint 
resolution for It. 


FIVE REASONS. 
Dr. Henry Williams of New’ York, 
an eminent specialist in nervous and 
mental diseases, has summed up his 
investigation 
concerning alcohol in 
these words: 
“I am bound to believe, on the evi­ 
dence. that if you take alcohol habit 
ually in any quantity whatever, it is 
to some extent a menace to you. 
If 
you do this, I am bound to believe in 
the light of what science has re-' 
vealed: 
“1. That you are tangibly threaten­ 
ing the physical structures of your 
stomach, your liver and kidneys, your 
heart, your blood vessels, your nerves, 
and brain; 
“2. That you are unequivocally de­ 
creasing your capacity for working in 
any field, he It physical, intellectual, 
or artistic. 
"3. That you are in some measure 
lowering the grade of your mind, dull 
ing your higher esthetic sense, and 
taking the finer edge off your morals. 
“4. That you are distinctly lessen­ 
ing your chances 
for 
maintaining 
health and attaining long life; and, 
“5. That you are entailing upon 
your descendants yet unborn a bond 
of incalculable misery.”
